Investigation of Liquor Situa- 


tion May Result From 


Quarrel of Senators. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25—(IN 


S)—The sensational charges of 
Senator Robert B. Howell (R) of 
Nebraska, that prohibition is being 
enforced here against the "little 
fellow" but not against the rich, 
may result in a congressional in- 
quiry into the liquor situation m 
the national capital, it appeared 
today 


The high spot 
in Howell's 


charges as the reading of a report 
by a former dry agent, alleging 
that prohibition officials "protect- 
ed" a string of hotels owned by 
Wardman. The agent, in another 
report, charged that liquor was 
sold and drunk openly in the fash- 
ionable Carleton club just three 
blocks from the White House 


CHARGES "U>TAIBNESS" 
Howell read the agent's reports 


—written by H. N Douthitt, a 
prominent local figure—in response 
to President Hoover's demand for 
"days and dates'' when the dry 
law was not enforced in Washing- 
ton. 


Howell charged President Hoo- 


ver with being "unfair* m asking 
for specific information about liq- 
uor law violations. 
The senator 


added that the government's files 
in the department 
of justice .the 


district attorney's office and the 
prohibition commissioner's 
office 


were filled with records of viola- 
tions 
He declared he could give 


much more specific information if 
allowed access to these files-

New York Hospital. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 25—(INS)— 


Miller Huggins is not expected to 
live throughout the day. 


Dr. Edward King, attending the 


baseball manager at St. Vincent's 
hospital, in a statement shortly be- 
fore noon said: 


"Mr. Huggins is sinking very 


rapidly. He is much weaker now 
than he was two hours ago. He is 
totally unconscious, unconscious 
of pain, of his surroundings, and 
of the presence of his family " 


The latest bulletin from St. Vin- 


cent's hospital where he is fighting 
for his life against the ravages of 
erysipelas 
and influenza

that he had a temperature of 104 
and was extremely low.

Federal Prohibition Corjuni*- 


sioner Says Dry Law Effect 


Showing In Prices. 


INDIANAPOLIS, IND., Sept. 25 


—(INS)—Rising beer prices in 
Chicago 
and other large cities 


were cited by Prohibition Commis- 
sioner J. M. Doran as proof of the 
effectiveness 
of prohibition en- 


forcement in an optimistic review 
of the entire prohibition situation 
before the 55th annual convention 
of the National W. C. T. U. iere 
today. 


"Even illicit alley beer has in- 


creased in price from $20 to f55 
and $60 a barrel in the city of Chi 
cago as the result of the enforce- 
ment of prohibition." Doran *tok 
the 3,000 W. C. T. U. delegates. 


Doran ascribed the steady im- 


provement in the prohibition situa- 
tion to the following causes:

SAN ANTONIO, TEX., Sept, 25 


—(INS)—Captain Charles Stevens 
San Antonio prohibition agent, was 
shot and perhaps fatally wounded 
today when he and two compan- 
ions were ambushed on a higtaway 
several miles from here.

and" creates a traffic hazard by in- 
terference with the vision of the 
driver. 
All are sufficiently valid 


reasons why the advertising sign 
Should be prohibited along main 
highways.
